HOW DOES A PLANT GROW? 
Several years ago a botanist an­ 
nounced the results of an Interesting 
experiment by which he attempted 
to prove that a plant grows entirely 
from the air. He planted an acorn 
in a large container of weighed soil. 
He maintained accurate records of 
all fertilizers and other nutrients 
added. At the end of the experiment. 
when the seedling oak weighed, let 
us say, IOO pounds, it was found that 
the soil had lost approximately no 
weight. In other words, the IOO 
pounds of tree roots, trunk, branches 
and foliage had been built from air 
elements. 
Of course, certain soil nutrients 
men and the women they love into are actually 
used, 
but there 
is 
a taut and gripping drama that is apparently a sort of lend-lease pro­ 


plant, from a window ornamental 
to a forest tree, the first, and most 
essential task is to promote a heavy, 
healthy crop of leaves. If this is 
accomplished. Nature takes success­ 
ful care of the rest. Tills end 
calls for sufficient soil fertility, good 
drainage, plenty of moisture, good 
plant quality through inheritance, 
and complete freedom from leaf- 
dcstroying insects and leaf-weaken­ 
ing diseases. And July and August 
bring the weeks of summer rigor 
when the grower encounters his 
sternest, problems In maintaining 
leaf vigor. 


jx)se a new supply to air and sun. 
Again, water will promote germi­ 
nation of another supply of weed 
seeds. By working the soil over und 
over for tile next six weeks and us­ 
ing moisture and sunshine liberally, 
the owner can free almost all types 
of soil from dangerous weeds. 
How much soil is needed for this 
role? 
Tile answer does not only depend 
on the size of the lawn area to be 
repaired but on conditions of the 
present soil. The main Idea is fb'jlKniUiy debate, 
work enough fertile loam Into the 
soil to render it fairly mellow — the 
texture of a good clay loam — to a 
depth of 8 to 12 inches or slightly 
more, if possible. Then too. the top 
should be finished of! with about 3 
inches of a more fertile type of 
loam. 
Actual repair work should be done 
in late August or early September 
in order to permit the worked-over, 
soil to settle well before time to sow 
seed around September 15 to 25.

These 
materials are “worked over" in the 
amazing laboratories in the leaves 
and then sent through busy com­ 
munication canals to various parts 
of the plant where they are needed. 
There is a constant flow of tile se 
manufactured materials to sustain 
tile entire plant and to form new 
parts, along with a continual move­ 
ment of moisture and perhaps minor 
soil contributions toward the leaves. 
Tile leaf may thus be compared with 
a steel mill into which are sent orc, 
coal. coke, oil, limestone, silica and 
other raw materials.

Preparing For Lawn Repairs 
Labor shortages, fertilizer and seed 
scarcities and other related factors 
of the past five busy years have left 
American lawns generally decadent. 
There is in many cases need for 
complete over-hauling — soil reju­ 
venation and reseeding. And while 
the actual work of this task comes 
in September, first steps in prepa­ 
ration belong to July. 
Most defective lawns are suffering 
I rom improper soils. Law n grasses 
do not rot deeper than 2 to 3 inches, 
but they demand a growing soil with 
several additional inches of mois­ 
ture holding humus below the root­ 
ing level. This deeper stratum serves 
two important purposes — (I) It 
provides 
good 
drainage 
in 
wet 
weather; <2) It supplies a reservoir 
of moisture for dry weather. Here- j 
in is the main reason why lawn j 
grass usually fails on thin, hard 
soils. 
But how does grass obtain this 
lower-level moisture if It does not 
send its roots deeper than 3 inches? 
Persons who owm or have seen an 
old-fashioned oil lamp have observed 
the secret of how plants obtain mois­ 
ture from soil levels below their 
deepest roots. Tile lamp wick draws 
oil from tile bowl several inches 
below the flame. This apparent de­ 
fiance of the law of gravity is known 
as capillary attraction. By this ac­ 
tion grass is enabled to enjoy long 
resistance to drought where the lawn 
soil is Urns properly prepared. 
To improve shallow', hard lawn 
soil calls for a liberal supply of fer­ 
tile loam — one containing plenty 
of organic m atter (decayed vegeta­ 
tion).
